This Ship Lives to Fight Again 
Once listed as a total loss, the K-68 is 
flying against the enemy again. After stand- 
ing by to assist in a submarine sinking, the 
airship, out of fuel, was forced down in the 
darkness on a barren Caribbean island in 
August 1942, A fresh breeze started blowing 
at dawn. In spite of the heavy stones placed 
in the car, the lines carried away three of the 
trees to which the airship was anchored. To 
prevent its escaping with the wind, the K-68 
had to be ripped. 

A salvage crew with the aid of a single 
jeep dismantled the 250-foot craft and re- 
moved it to a beach point where it could be 
loaded on a net tender. The whole operation 
required only six days. This epic of trans- 
portation over a mile of jagged coral is a 
story of Navy’s first LTA, amphibious salvage
